Conservative Blake Richards re-elected in Wild Rose with landslide

Conservative incumbent 
Blake Richards soundly 
defeated four challengers 
to win re-election in the 
Wild Rose riding during 
Monday’s federal vote. 

Nationally the Stephen 
Harper Conservatives won 
a first majority, with the 
NDP, also for the first 
time, becoming Official 
Opposition. 

Speaking from his elec¬ 
tion headquarters in 
Airdrie, Richards said he 
plans to immediately push 
for what he calls “tough- 
on-crime” legislation and 
for scrapping of the long 
gun registry. 

“In the first 100 days 
we'll be passing some of 
that tough crime legisla¬ 
tion to get tough on crime, 
so we can make sure our 
streets are safe and make 
sure victims' rights are put 
first," said Richards, who 
first won election in the 
riding in 2008. 

“Obviously we want to 
see the long gun registry 
scrapped and we should 
have the opportunity to do 
that now'. That’s some¬ 
thing 1 will be pushing 
strongly for." 

He called the majority 
Conservative government 
“good for Wild Rose and 
good for Canada." 

“1 heard two things dur¬ 
ing the election," he said. 
“First, that people want to 
see a stable government so 
the government can plan. 
And they want to see a 
strong economy. 1 believe 
we will be able to deliver 
on those promises." 

The five candidates in 
Wild Rose were Richards, 
Liberal John Reilly, NDP 
challenger Jeff Horvath, 
Green Party challenger 
Mike MacDonald and 
Christian Heritage chal¬ 
lenger Randy Vanden 
Broek. 


At press time, with 225 
of 260 polling stations 
reporting, Richards was 
tracking at 77 per cent 
(36,705 votes), Horvath a 
distant second at 10.4 per 
cent (4,958), MacDonald 
third at 6.6 per cent 
(3,157), Reilly fourth at 5.6 
per cent (2,669), and 
Vanden Broek last with a 
third of one per cent (155). 

The riding includes 
Olds, Sundre, Didsbury, 
Carstairs, Airdrie, 

Cremona and Cochrane. 

During the campaign, 
Richards said voters had a 
choice between a “conser¬ 
vative, low-tax plan for 
job growth to keep the 
fragile economy rolling or 
a gang of tax hikers." 

On the night of NDP 
candidate Horvath’s third 
federal election, the 
schoolteacher said he was 
aware of the realities of 
the Wild Rose riding. 

“1 was hoping to do the 
best that I could and 1 
think 1 have done that,” 
Horvath said during a 
phone interview, while 
watching the numbers roll 
in with a group of friends 
in Canmore, which he 
affectionately referred to 
as the silver lining party. 

“I feel good about my 
participation,” he said. 

On the party’s historic- 
push into second place to 
hold the position of offi¬ 
cial opposition, Horvath 
described the achieve¬ 
ment as bittersweet. 

“We made stupendous 
gains on a national stage,” 
Horvath said. 

“However, we have a 
Harper majority, which 
concerns me." 

Spending election night 
with his campaign team in 
Cochrane, Green Party 
candidate Mike 

MacDonald said he was 
disappointed but not sur¬ 
prised with the numbers 
rolling in. 

“1 think the- Green Party 



lost votes to the NDP," 
said MacDonald of the 
drop of roughly half the 
amount of votes for Wild 
Rose Green last night 
compared with the 2008 
elections. 

In 2008 then candidate 
Lisa Fox garnered 12 per 
cent of the vote, or 6,390. 
With 150 of the 260 polls 
closed last night, Green 


had 6.49 per cent or 1,951. 

“I think some people 
chose to vote NDP this 
time around because they 
saw they were the more 
likely option," said 
MacDonald of the surging 
increase in NDP support¬ 
ers. 

“I’m disappointed but if 
you look at the numbers 
nationally, it’s consistent," 


he said of the Green hold¬ 
ing just under four per 
cent before polls closed 
last night. 

“I’m not surprised. It’s 
nice numbers for Jeff 
(Horvath), that’s good for 
him,” said MacDonald also 
congratulating Richards. 

“My intention was to 
step into the role, not just 
as a one-shot deal ... and 


the way the results are 
going, we’re going to have 
four to four-and-a-half 
years to prepare.” 

Liberal candidate John 
Reilly said he was “quite 
devastated” by the elec¬ 
tion result, but accepted it 
as the will of the elec¬ 
torate. 

“We’re quite devastated 
over the results of the 
election but the democrat¬ 
ic process has worked and 
I guess this is the will of 
the people," said Reilly. 

He said he didn’t know 
why his candidacy didn’t 
strike a chord with more 
voters. “You’ll have to ask 
people that are better at 
political analysis than I 
am. It’s what’s happened,” 
he said, adding that his 
result isn’t nearly as disap¬ 
pointing as the picture 
painted nationally for the 
Liberals. 

Christian Heritage Party 
candidate Randy Vanden 
Broek was undeterred 
after garnering 102 votes 
with 145 out of 260 polls 
recorded. 

“Considering I was run¬ 
ning a quote, unquote 
silent campaign, 1 think 
I’ve done really well,” said 
Vanden Broek. 

Vanden Broek said he 
did not have any goal for 
the number of votes he 
would receive in this, his 
first nin at a federal seat in 
Parliament, but said his 
aim was rather to further 
the Christian Heritage 
Party mission - that 
Canada be governed 
according to Biblical prin¬ 
ciples. 

“My main goal was to 
get the CHP name out 
there and hopefully get an 
association started,” he 
said. 

Vanden Broek watched 
the federal election 
results come in with sev¬ 
eral of the seven Christian 
Heritage Party candidates 
running in the province at 
a shop in Lethbridge.

Council will vote for first read¬ 
ing of the proposed off-site levy 
increase later this month, almost 
a year after it first came to the 
table. 

The proposed rate, at $26,537 
an acre is a jump from the cur¬ 
rent levy that sits at $17,000. 

“I think we owe it to taxpay¬ 
ers,” said Coun. Gayle Veno dur¬ 
ing the committee of the whole 
meeting last month. “Everybody 
who has already paid to live here 
- we can’t say you’re going to pay 
for the future of Didsbury and 
increase your taxes to cover off 
new development,” she said of 
the levy that is charged to devel¬ 
opers to cover costs of new infra¬

Didsbury’s off-site levy was 
last increased in 2006. In 2008, 
the town annexed additional 
land, increasing the total of 
future development to around 
15.5 quarter sections, an increase 
of 10 quarter sections from the 
2006 review. 

Last year, an updated review of 
the off-site levies was completed 
and suggested adding the 
additional annexation areas as 
well as wastewater treatment 
and future roadways into the 
costs. 

In August council was looking 
at increasing the levy to $39,088, 
which included the cost of future 
roadway repairs. The number 
came down after developers bit 
back, saying the town won’t stay 


competitive with surrounding 
communities like Carstairs and 
Olds with lower levies. Olds 
charges about $8,500 to 
$23,000 an acre, while Carstairs 
charges $7,570 an acre for 
residential and $4,513 an acre for 
industrial. 

Brittany Wickham, manager of 
planning and infrastructure, 
spent the last few months meet¬ 
ing with a few local developers 
to get feedback and recommen¬ 
dations to the levy. 

Recommendations included 
taking the costs of roadways out 
and phasing in the new levies. 

“Developers just want to know 
what the rate is," said Wickham 
to council. She said recommen¬ 
dations included eliminating the 
road infrastructure from the 


levies and evaluating the timing 
of collecting funds. “1 don’t think 
they’ll be happy no matter what 
it is because it affects their bot¬ 
tom line." 

Council discussed the impact 
the fees could have on growth in 
Didsbury. 

“Some say we will go some¬ 
where else. Some say they under¬ 
stand. It’s the nature of the 
game," said Wickham. 

“Unfortunately it’s the cost of 
doing business today,” said Veno. 

Council gave direction on the 
bylaw that will get first reading 
May 17. They agreed to drop the 
road infrastructure from the 
levies, asked for a uniform rate 
and decided against phasing it in, 
and to collect fees at the time the 
subdivision gets approval.

Over $50,000 in grant 
money was handed over to 
nine non-profit organiza¬ 
tions in Didsbury last 
month. 

Topping the list was the 
Rosebud Health 

Foundation that received 
$17,861.99 from the 
Community Spirit Grant 
Donation program 

through the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The grant is based on 
total annual cash dona¬ 
tions organizations 

received from individuals 
within a year. The grant 
can be used to support an 
organization’s operations, 
programs or capital 
projects. 

For the Lions who 
received $1,134, it's good 
news. President Ray Lea 
said the group will most 
likely put the money 
towards their community 
bus which costs the group 
roughly $22,000 a year. He 
explained about $15,000 
goes towards wages for 
drivers and the remainder 
contributes to upkeep and 
replacement costs. The 
bus, that’s always been a 
struggle for the group to 
maintain, offers rides 
around town three days a

week for anyone needing a 
lift. 

“All the money we 
receive goes right back to 
the community,” he 
explained. Last month, 
the Lions held their annu¬ 
al general meeting and 
records showed t hat 
between July 2010 and 
April 2011 over $11,000 
was given out to different 
groups in the community, 
included student scholar¬ 
ship funds and student 
school trips, the library 
and the rodeo. Most 
recently the Lions donated 
$1,000 towards a service 
dog for a local area family. 

The Lions were 
fundraising last month 
with their auction that 


brought in $5,850 and are 
currently raising money 
with ticket sales for a gaze¬ 
bo, built by the members. 

Lyle Thompson of Blue 
Mountain Ministries was 
surprised to find out his 
organization received as 
much as $12,000. He said 
the group, operating since 
1999, is dedicated to work¬ 
ing with families to pro¬ 
mote healthy relationships. 
He said they have about 50 
volunteers throughout 
Central Alberta trained to 
work with families. 
Though based locally, he 
said most work is done 
outside of Didsbury. He 
said the money will go 
towards training programs 
with some set aside 
for continued fundraising 
for a camp where family 
therapy would be offered 
in a wilderness setting. 

The maximum grant 
available is $25,0(H), up to a 
maximum of $50,000 over 
three years. A minimum 
total of $1,000 in eligible 
cash donations needs to 
be received prior to 
applying for a grant.

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Neighbours weigh in on rezoning

Neighbours of 21 Avenue 
had mixed feelings alx>ut 
a rezoning request that 
could rt'sult in the demo¬ 
lition of two homes, one of 
which was identified in a 
recent survey as having 
potential historic signifi¬ 
cance to the town. 

“If it has to 1 h‘ done, it has 
to be done," said resident 
Jonathan ('ox of plans to 
build a condominium com¬ 
plex in an empty lot across 
from his home. “Hut leave 
the houses alone. There’s 
enough old buildings in this 
country being tom down: 


a request from Ashbury 
Design was brought for¬ 
ward to council to rezone 
the two lots from general 
residential to residential 
multifamily. The plan is to 
amalgamate the lots with 
the company’s existing par¬ 
cel to create a larger down¬ 
town condominium com¬ 
plex. 

Council granted first read¬ 
ing on Tuesday and set a 
public healing date for May 
17 at 6 p.m. 

Because of its location 
within Central Core 
Heritage plan, Brittany 
Wickham, manager of plan¬ 
ning and infrastructure 
advised council it could be 


She said options to move 
the homes rather than 
demolish them are being 
looked into. 

The heritage plan outlines 
specific design planning mid 
architectural guidelines to 
maintain the historic down¬ 
town. 

In 2010, the town hired 
Heritage Consultants to 
conduct a municipal her¬ 
itage survey mid one of 
the two homes was 
identified sis having 
potential historical signifi¬ 
cance to the community. 

It has also been placed on 
tht> draft places of interest 
list and will lie included in 
the heritage inventory that’s 


bylaws protecting the 
property currently. Upon 
completion of the invento¬ 
ry, the town will bo work¬ 
ing with the province to 
develop a formal bylaw 
process which will allow 
those properties identified 
as municipally significant to 
be protected through 
municipal bylaws. It will 
also give the landowners the 
opportunity to apply for 
matching grmit funding 
twice a year.

After a long, cold winter in West 
Central Alberta, residents are no 
doubt glad to be outside, getting 
'»■ <*> some much-needed spring clean¬ 
ing underway, preparing lawns 
and yards for summertime fun, or 

d k just enjoying anything but snow 

Yet while spring is always a 
good time to get recharged after the brutal winter 
months, it is also a time when natural disasters can 
strike with little or no warning. Specifically, since 
many communities in the region are fairly close to 
the Rockies, the danger of snowmelt flooding is 
ever present at this time of year. 

Although the last nuyor flooding in the region 
occurred in 2005 - when widespread uncontrolled 
flooding of rivers and creeks caused millions of dol¬ 
lars in damage - the danger that a similar situation 
could develop in 2011 cannot and should not be dis¬ 
counted. 

And of all the lessons learned from t he 2005 flood¬ 
ing disaster, the most important is surely the need 
for families to be prepared to respond without 
delay should emergencies occur. 

In part due to the springtime flooding danger in 
many provincial communities, Emergency 
Preparedness Week is recognized in Alberta from 
May 1st to 7th this year, a time set aside to remind 
everyone of the dangers and the need to be ready 
for them. 

“Emergency preparedness is one of the best 
things we can do before an emergenc y happens and 
it’s the best defence we have against disaster,” says 
Hector Goudreau, Minister of Municipal Affairs. 
“Create an emergency plan and practise it with your 
family and others who depend on you when an 
emergency strikes. 

“Albertans should be prepared in the event of sud¬ 
den weather changes, flocxling, wildfires, tornadoes 
and severe springtime storms. Other non-weather 
related risks include power outages and transporta¬ 
tion and industrial accidents.” 

As it does every year, the province is encouraging 
all families to make sure they have a 72-hour emer¬ 
gency kit prepared and ready for use. 

Preassembled kits can be purchased at retail 
stores or they can be made from scratch at home. 
Suggested kit items include food and water, bed¬ 
ding and clothing, candles and batteries, and per¬ 
sonal supplies, medication and important docu¬ 
ments. 

“Albertans should have a kit that will keep them 
and their family safe during the initial stages of a 
disaster for up to 72 hours. This will allow emer¬ 
gency responders time to assist the most critically 
injured or affected people first,” he said. 

Firefighters and other responders in every West 
Central Alberta community train and practise year- 
round in preparation for unforeseen emergency sit¬ 
uations. 

Area families are encouraged to do their part in 
helping those same emergency workers by being 
ready and prepared for flooding and other 
disasters.

Yet, the show still had to be vet¬ 
ted in advance to prevent consent¬ 
ing adults willing to pay to be 
entertained in a licensed establish¬ 
ment that doesn’t permit minors 
from seeing “bizarre, grotesque or 
offensive” content. 

What’s really bizarre, grotesque 
and offensive is not the freak 
shows, but the inane rule that puts 
a chill on artistic expression in 
Alberta. Even if the rule hasn’t 


actually been used to shut down a 
performance, it clearly has had a 
chilling effect. A rule that causes 
self-censorship is as bad as actual 
censorship. 

“Bizarre, grotesque and offen¬ 
sive” are all subjective, vague 
terms, so they shouldn’t be used to 
decide the limits of expression. 
While I may find it bizarre and 
grotesque for a performer to put a 
large spike in his nostril, someone 
else might find it entertaining or 
even enlightening. 

The terms are also too broad: lots 
of expression is bizarre, grotesque 
or offensive, but that doesn’t mean 
that it should be legally prohibited. 
For example, award-winning pup¬ 
peteer Ronnie Burkett’s shows 
could be bizarre and grotesque to 
some, and most comedians are 
offensive, but that doesn’t mean 
that puppetry or comedy should be 
banned in nightclubs.

Section 5.10.4 of the Liquor 
Licensee Handbook, which governs 
licensed premises in Alberta, is 
anachronistic, arbitrary and repres¬ 
sive, and should be repealed. 

Other provincial laws and regula¬ 
tions should also be reviewed peri¬ 
odically to ensure that they proper¬ 
ly protect fundamental rights such 
as freedom of expression. 

Under Section 5.10.4, the provin¬ 
cial Gaming and Liquor 
Commission Board (AGLC) must 
approve any entertainment “that 
may be considered bizarre, 
grotesque or offensive.” 

This censors creativity and has 
caused the cancellation of shows 
set to perform before sold-out 
audiences. 

For example, recently 
Demonika’s Symphony of Horrors, 
a group of underground circus and 
burlesque performers, felt the need

You can see all kinds of offensive 
content on cable TV, so why should 
there be such restrictions in bars? It’s 
sufficient for clubs to give advance 
notice to patrons about explicit or 
offensive content without being subject 
to advance government approval. 

Indeed, the problem with all speech 
restrictions is the question of who 
decides what’s acceptable. 

Broad and vague rules are always sus¬ 
ceptible to inconsistent application, 
depending on the subjective interpreta¬ 


tion of the officials involved. Do we 
really want government deciding for us 
which entertainment is too “bizarre, 
grotesque or offensive?" 

At their worst, such rules can even be 
used for politically-motivated suppres¬ 
sion of unpopular expression. For 
example, some might consider drag 
shows bizarre and offensive and wish 
to see the liquor rules used to suppress 
expression of transgendered themes. It 
doesn’t matter if this has actually hap¬ 
pened; we shouldn't have regulations 
that make it possible. 

Provincial governments have a legiti¬ 
mate right to set rules for the sale and 
consumption of alcohol, for example 


prohibiting sale to minors, and the 
granting of relevant business licenses. 
They should obviously also ensure that 
bars don’t allow alcohol-fueled illegal 
drug use, violence, sexual assault and 
other Criminal Code offences on their 
property. 

But having regulations on the books 
that are not only vague and subjective 
but out-of-step with contemporary 
norms undermines public faith in the 
rule of law. 

Periodic review of laws and regula¬ 
tions to ensure that they reflect con¬ 
temporary mores and don’t violate fun¬ 
damental rights and freedoms is crucial 
to maintain integrity of the law and the 


public’s confidence in it. 

So even if you would never go to see 
a freak show, you should be concerned 
about illegitimate speech restrictions 
that chip away at our precious free¬ 
doms. After all, one person’s freak 
show is another’s art, and you never 
know what will get caught in the net 
next. Maybe it will be your favourite 
show. 

The government should reform the 
AGLC Handbook so that Alberta’s bars 
can concentrate on chilling beer rather 
than chilling expression.

Didsbury gloves 
getting going 

A pair of fashion gloves 
branded Didsbury, should 
soein be proeluced and 
ready for sale in Japan. 

The glove, part of an 
agreement between the 
Town of Didsbury and 
Tadashi Siinagawa, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of U*s Gants 
glove factory, has been a 
project in the making since 
2008, said Luana Smith, 
manager of legislative serv¬ 
ices. 

“There’s been quite a bit 
of discussion to get to this 
point," she said of the idea 
that was sparked in 2 (X )8 
during one of the town’s 
initial trips to Didsbury’s 
sister city, Miki Town. 

Sunagawa also sits on the 
board of the Maple Leaf 
Exchange program and 
suggested the glove sales 
as a means to raise funds 
for the program. 

The contract, just signed 
by council last month, will 
give Didsbury 30,000 yen a 
year for the first five years 
which will be set aside to 
either send people to Japan 
or bring people over, 
explained Smith. 

“After the five years we’ll 
see how it goes and then 
discuss whether to contin¬ 
ue or possibly open mar¬ 
kets here and that’s when 
they’d be looking at creat¬ 
ing more of a winter glove,” 
she said.
